Culture 

Azaleas  require  an  acid  soil,  and 
thrive  best  in  pure  German  peat. 
Dig  a  generous  hole  to  insure  ample 
room  for  an  expanding  root  system, 
and  fill  with  peat  which  has  been 
thoroughly  water-soaked.  Top 
dress  lightly  with  cotton-seed  meal 
once  every  six  weeks  during  the 
growing  season.  Use  no  other  fer¬ 
tilizer.  •  They  enjoy  a  shady  or 
semi-shady  location,  such  as  that 
afforded  by  the  north  side  of  a  build¬ 
ing  or  spreading  trees,  and  must  not 
be  allowed  to  dry  out.  •  A  well- 
chosen  selection  will  give  consistent 
bloom  from  January  to  April.
